The entrances arc very 
ornate and elaborate. 


An element of the Gothic influence Is 


discernible. 
Heroic figures of a pirate 


in the center and two Spanish buc- 
caneers on either side, bowlegged and 
primitive, are the decorative features 
in the way of statuary. 


Traversing the half mile of the walled 


city on the north, one leaves the bay 
nnd follows the walls in a southerly di- 
rection. Here again is the Roman in- 
fluence, of a different period perhaps, 
reflected. In the great half dome en- 
trances o£ the Palace of Food Products 
and. Education. They suggest the half 
domes of tho liaths of Caracalla, where 
the Romans in the olden days used to 
bask in the cool shadows cast by those 
portals In the heat oC midday. 
The 


swcpp of these arches is approximately 
135 feet, supported by heavy columns 
of mottled marble rich in soft colorings. 


Past these portals one again enters 


the South Gardens, but from the west- 
ern extremity. 
These are typically 


French, the motif being in harmony 
with the Palace of Horticulture and 
Festival Hall, situated In the southern 
part of the gardens. 
Opposite these 


buildings are the southern facades of 
the walled city proper, the Palace or 
Education, Liberal Arts and Varied In- 
dustries, the latter having already been 
noted. 


Like Olden Time Portals. 


The southern portal of Education la 


pure Roman, while those of Manufac- 
ture and Liberal Arts are of more or 
less 
modified 
Unman 
architecture. 


They are high and square, projecting 
beyond the face of the building, and 
have a suggestion of a beetling red 


These again are strikingly 


suggestive of the portals of the olden 


.ties. 
"With this the visitor has made but a 


tour of the outer wall and studied only 
the main portals. 
There are countless 


almost 
equally 
Interesting, 


opening into the different courts and 
into the main axis. All form a study of 
perhaps as high an educational value 
as anything1 that will be found in the 
Palace of Pine Arts.
